Claims: Construction Manager at Risk (CMAR)
has identified two potential change orders in
delay claims totaling $1.9M that could increase
costs. No negotiations have taken place yet.

Demands: The City is actively pursuing the
recovery of costs related to “non-value added”
changes and project delay claims from the
Architect-Engineer consultant that could decrease
final costs.

The balance of CMAR claims and demands is not
yet known.
